According to, Orchestra Director, 
Brian Coyle, the musicians practiced weekly and then 
rehearsed every night the week before opening. Coyle 
said, “The orchestra did a terrific job for the limited 
number of rehearsals.” 

Pat Shartz, Ellinwood sophomore, who played Bar- 
naby, said“I went out because, first of all it’s my major, 
second because I enjoy it, I have a swell time doing it. It’s 
the only thing I can do and express my true artistic 
motives.”

Last year’s champs return to dominate

The Barton County Community College 
cross country team is developing a fine 
reputation. For the second year in a row, 
the women have taken first at the national 
community college meet and the men took 
10th in the nation. 

The women took first with 26 points over 
their closest competitor, Central Oregon, 
with 49 points. Mardrea Hyman, 
Claredon, Jamaica, freshman, came in 
first in 18:01 with Nicole Johnson, Law¬ 
rence sophomore, coming in second in 
18:44. Nancy Torres, Laredo, Texas, fresh¬ 
man, finished third in 18:52 with Rachel 
Jaurez, San Antonio sophomore, taking 
fifth in 19:09. Karen Bennett, St. 
Catherine, Jamaica, freshman, finished 
19th. All of the women made All-American 
honors at the national meet. 

Head coach Randy Cole said, “Put 
together their hard work and consistent 
training and they’re the most talented 
group we had. They were eager to do well 
and very determined.” 

Besides placing 10th at the national 
meet, the men won the Jayhawk Conferen¬ 
ce, Kansas Wesleyan Invitational, Garden 
City Invitational, and took second in the 
Region VI meet. Cole said the men had a 
shot at placing seventh at nationals, the 
point difference was close between the 
runners. 

Achieving all of these honors was not an 
easy thing to accomplish. Some of these 
runners started their careers early in 
school. “I’ve been running ever since I was 


in the seventh grade when my uncle in¬ 
fluenced me. He was always talking about 
what he’d won. So I tried it and in a couple 
of years I was successful. But I didn’t start 
cross country until the ninth grade.” Eric 
Logan, East St.Louis, Ill., freshman said. 

Bennett has been running since the sixth 
grade, and Ramon Lacey, Alton, Ill., fresh¬ 
man, and Torres have run since the 
seventh grade. 

“When I was in the fifth grade, I was in 
the 50 yard dash with a bunch of guys and I 
ended up outrunning them. That’s when I 
knew I had skill.” Juarez said. 

Training is one of the most important 
factors in a successful season. “They need 
to be able to run a certain amount of 
mileage. The men averaged 70 miles a 
week(10 miles a day) and the women 
averaged 50 miles a week(7 miles a day). 
We tried to combine running with strength 
work, fast pace efforts for a long period of 
time on the road and lots of hill training.” 
Cole said. 

Not only is cross country distance, but 
also it is speed. “Most of our training is 
speedwork. Some of it(about 40%) over 
distance. We mostly concentrate on 
speedwork such as 100m, 200m, 400m, and 
500 meters.” Logan said. 

Cross country is an individual sport. 
Runners have to have a drive within them¬ 
selves to put their bodies through this 
physically and emotionally strenuous ac¬ 
tivity. Their reasons for running varied 
from person to person. Lacey said he en¬ 
joys running because it is a chance to get 


away from everything if he is having a lot of 
problems. Wilson Koech, Indianola, Iowa, 
freshman, on the other hand said he wan¬ 
ted to continue his education and there 
were no other means but to run and get a 
scholarship. Juarez and Torres also wan¬ 
ted to continue their education, but 
Juarez said her high school coach, Linda 
Payne, influenced her to run and keep at 
it. 

“She told me I had a lot of skill and I 
could use it as a ticket out of the west 
side...She always believed in me. When I 
was trying to give up, or saying I couldn’t 
do it anymore, she would always be there 
to help me, to say ‘Things aren’t always 
going to be easy.’ ”. 

Some of the runners have been so suc- 
cesful that the Olympic trials were a 
possibility. Koech said he was not going to 
this year’s trials, but future Olympics may 
be in sight. Hyman said she would 
definitely be at the trials. “I don’t think 
that I am in that type of shape for that type 
of speedwork or race ” Logan said. Lacey 
said he had too much talent to just go to 
waste and said he soon hopes to go. 

The BCCC cross country team es¬ 
tablished a very respectable reputation 
with all of the honors they worked so hard 
to achieve. This season may be over, but 
the memories of accomplished goals will 
remain with the runners and their suppor¬ 
ters, as well as with BCCC, for many years 
to come.

YPC brings future college students to campus

During a special time in the summer 
children can be seen streaming off buses 
early in the morning and filtering 
throughout campus to attend classes at 
Young People’s College at Barton Com¬ 
munity College. 

A 6-year-old may go to “Act it Out” class 
where students use games, singing, danc¬ 
ing, and body movement and transfer an¬ 
tics into center stage entertainment for 
family and friends. 

A 15-year-old can be seen at “See You in 
the Funnies” class where students create 
cartoons and learn the techiques of mod¬ 
em cartooning as well as history of some 
comic creators. 


“Grandma’s Attic” teaches 10 to 14-year- 
olds to take what they might think is junk 
and turn it into collectables.

“Dino Digs” is for 6 to 10-year-olds to 
learn about the Tyrannosaurus Rex, 
Stegosaurus, and the Brontosaurus 
dinosaurs. Students took a field trip to 
Fort Hays Sternberg Museum to dig for 
fossils. 

In “Junior Cadet Police Academy” 
students 10 to 15 years old learned about 
the inner workings of police inves¬ 
tigations, drug enforcement, firearm safe¬ 
ty and police patrol. They took tours of law. 


enforcement agencies and visited with 
law officals. 

YPC offers academic classes like com¬ 
puter graphics, calculator skills, and video 
classes. Some athletic classes include 
cheerleading, gymnastics, track and field, 
golf and basic fishing. 

Costs of classes in YPC run from $20 to 
$70 with the exception of some overnight 
athletic camps costing up to $140. Some 
$20 scholarships are available based on 
finanical need. 

YPC started three years ago with 700 
students. Last summer there were more 
than 900 students participating in 
classes.
